Dr. Robert K. Whit ford, 
manager of Guidance and 
Control Operations ai TIUV 
Systems Croup, will discuss 
new approaches in the use 
of satellites for controlling 
heavy air traffic, in a 
monthly colloquium tomor­ 
row at 4 p m in Building S 
at Space I'ark.

In discussing how satel­ 
lites can help ihe na'ion 
Achieve totally controlled 
airspace and improve the 
handling of air traffi-. Or 
Whit ford \vill focus on a 
satellite system .vith inte­ 
gral od aircraft and ground 
instrumentation. He will 
examine the concept of pre­ 
cision, long range naviga­ 
tion, and high data rate digi­ 
tal communications with sat­ 
ellites.

One feature for such a 
system is simultaneous dis­

play of data to the pilot and 
data for pilot warning of 
pending collisions would 
maintain high safety as air 
traffic grows.

Dr. Whitford. who receiv­ 
ed his degrees at I'tirdue. is 
responsible for directing the 
development and hardware 
of avionk's systems, space­ 
craft control systems, sensor 
systems, guidance and navi­ 
gation systems, flight simu­ 
lation and software systems. 
and THWs electronic labor­ 
atories in Washington. I) C . 
and Houston. Texas. His op­ 
eration employs more than 
800 persons.

Dr. Whitford. who joined 
TRW as a member of the 
technical staff in 1955, after 
receiving his F'h.D. from 
1'urdue, was appointed to 
his prospnt position in 1965.
